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RARE DEATH OF PREGNANT 
MOTHER STILL MYSTERY

City Cracks Down On
Troublesome Builder

Polio Unlikely,, 
^Surgeon States

The rare death last week of an attractive, expectant 
mother who died within five hours of entering the hos­ 
pital waa still shrouded in mystery this week.

The death of Mrs. Shirley Kalnas, 27, of 811 Fay- 
smith, Torrance Gardens, was* 
first diagnosed as a rare case 
of polio o*r brain virus.

Probably No Polio 
'The possibility of polio has 

been pretty well eliminated," 
jDr. Victor Ceflu, chief county

autopsy surgeon stated yester­ 
day, "though it has not been 
completely Bet aside."

Mrs. Kalnas was rushed to 
Torrance Memorial Hospital a 
week ago Tuesday morning. By 
early afternoon .she was dead.

Juror Feels 
Sorry For 
Acosta, 26

Ruben Acosta, 26-year-old con­ 
tract farm worker, was sen* 
tenced from l-to-5 years in 
prison for the traffic death of 
a mother and her infant son 
last April.

Pleas of the jury that Acosta 
be returned to his family in 
Mexico were brushed aside by 
Superior Court Judge Joe Ray- 
craft who imposed the sentence 
last week.

Acosta was also sentenced 10 
serve two six-months jail terms 
simultaneously with the longer 
term. The laborer was con­ 
victed last month on charges of 
stealing a taxi and ramming 
through a red light at Haw­ 
thorne avenue and Highway 
101. The crash killed Mrs. Pat. 
ricia Von Delden, 20, of Glen- 
dale and her child, Kim, with 
whose car Acosta collided. The 
baby's father was seriously in­ 
jured but recovered.

Judge Raycraft labeled the 
affair a "rather aggravated 
case," and said it. resulted in 
the "useless loss of two lives."

Following the August 6 trial. 
Jury Foreman Norval T. Clark 
said,

"Tell him (Acosta) we feel 
sorry for him and don't think 
he's a criminal."
